About the USS Rentz 



RENTZ is the fortieth ship of the Oliver Hazard Perry 
(FFG-7) class Guided Missile Frigate. Which was built by 
Todd Pacific Shipyards Corp. in San Pedro, CA. She 
was commissioned June 30, 1984 at Long Beach Naval 
Station, and has been homeported in San Diego since 1 985.

RENTZ is a multi-mission platform capable of conducting 
anti-air, anti-surface, and anti-submarine warfare. Being 
"multi-mission" capable makes her uniquely qualified to protect 
battle groups, amphibious task forces, military & merchant 
shipping or operate independently. RENTZ is also capable 
of visit and board, search and rescue, counter 
and surveillance operations. 



RENTZ Combat System is a computerized command and 
control system which fully integrates the ship's sensors and 
weapons to instantaneously recognize, evaluate, .and react 
to potential threats with minimal human intervention. 



In 1986 RENTZ was the first American warship to conduct 
an official port visit to the People's Republic of China since 
1949. In July 1987 RENTZ deployed to the Arabian Gulf, in 
support of Operation Earnest Will, and spent over three months 
escorting commercial tankers in the Gulf and through the 
Straits of Hormuz. Since 1 987. RENTZ has deployed to the 
Arabian Gulf four additional liioe.. In 1 995. RENTZ participated in 
and was the only USN asset to complete the innaugural Co- 
narcotics n operation Afloat Readiness and Training Cruise (CARATi. 
In May of 1 997. RENTZ deployed to the Arabian Gulf as a Middle 
East Force (MEF) deployerconductmgexeicises and supporting United 
Nations sanctions against Iraq. j\

George Snavely Rentz 



COMMANDER GEORGE SNAVELY RENTZ, 
CHAPLAIN CORPS, 
UNITED STATES NAVY 

Born on July 25, 1882 in Lebanon, Pennsylvania, 
George Snavely Rentz graduated from Princeton 
Theological Seminary, and was ordained by 
Presbytery of Northumberland in 1909. He pastored 
churches in Pennsylvania and New Jersey for eight 
years. Following entry of the United States in World 
War I, he was appointed acting chaplain with the rank 
of Lieutenant Junior Grade and assigned to the 11th 
Regiment of Marines in France until 1919. He at- 
tained the rank of Commander in 1924. Among his 
sea duty assignments, he served in USS FLORIDA 
(BB-30), USS WRIGHT (AV-1), USS WEST VIR- 
GINIA (BB-48), and USS AUGUSTA (CA-31). In 
1 940, when the USS HOUSTON (CA-30) relieved USS 
AUGUSTA as Flagship of the Asiatic Fleet, Com- 
mander Rentz transferred to the new arrival. It was 
aboard this cruiser he served so devotedly and enthusiasti- 
cally, providing the ship's crew and officers with great hope 
and promise. During and Allied attack on February 4, 1 942, 
HOUSTON was under severe air attack. CommanderRentz 
spurned cover and circulated among the crews of the 
anti-aircraft batteries, encouraging them. It was noted by an 
officer that crew members at the guns "...saw this man 
of God walking fearlessly among them, they no longer 
felt alone." In the Flores Sea, during this attack, HOUS- 
TON took a direct hit that disabled turret III and killed 48 
men. Less than a month later HOUSTON was in the Battle 
of Java Sea with the Australian light cruiser HMAS Perth. 
Both ships were outnumbered by a Japanese troop convoy 
but they persisted in an ensuing melee of fire, causing such 
confusion as to have a Japanese destroyer group fire a 
spread of torpedoes that passed under the Allied cruis- 
ers and caused four Japanese troopships close inshore to sink. 
All in all, the involvement was no match for the wounded 
PERTH and HOUSTON. The Japanese attack on these two 
cruisers caused them to sink, but they went down fight- 
ing to the last second. It was during this abandonment 
of HOUSTON that Commander Rentz entered the water and 
attained partial safety along with other crew members on a 
dangerously overloaded Carley float. Aware of the extreme 
overcrowding and dangerous overloading, he attempted to 
relinquish his space and his life jacket to wounded sur- 
vivors nearby, declaring"You men are young. I have 
lived the major part of my life and I am willing to go". No 
one would oblige the generous, fearless chaplain. After sev- 
eral attempts of leaving and being brought back by his ship- 
mates, he uplifted them with prayers and songs until, 
ultimately, he succeeded in tying his life jacket on a 
wounded sailor, who did not have one. The mortaly 
wounded HOUSTON sank shortly after midnight on March 
1, 1942. Shortly after, in the dark of the night, Commander 
Rentz courageously slipped away into the sea. 

For his selfless bravery following the loss of HOUSTON 
in Sunda Strait that night, he was awarded posthumously, 
the Navy Cross. The only Navy Chaplain to be so honored 
during World War II.

He had followed the law of the Apostle's Creed, 
His life the price of a noble deed. 
He went to his Lord with no regret. 
Our fighting Chaplain we'll never forget. 
May his soul rest in peace, — forever and ever, Amen.

On the way to Hawaii, the men of CS-2 division participated in a fleetwide Under- 
sea Warfare exercise in which the SQR-19 TACTAS passive towed array sonar was 
used to locate and track a United States Navy submarine. While expertly tracking the 
"enemy" on the AN/SQS-56 active sonar, several torpedo "attacks" were accurately 
delivered by the sonar team. Once the Rentz arrived in the Arabian gulf, STG2 Stark 
helped perform inspections of many merchant vessels going to and from Iraq, as he 
served as a member of the highly trained VBSS teams. When threatening or unknown 
watercraft approached the areas near the ship, the SCAT team was called away. In a 
moments notice, its members, comprised mostly of CS2 personnel, manned their 25 
millimeter and 50 caliber gun stations. The members included TM2 Hild, STG2 Rob- 
les, STG3 Cloutier, STG3 Stoddard, and STGSA Glover. Although CS2 division ap- 
preciated rest stops in Bahrain and Kuwait, the real liberty was enjoyed in Australia, as 
stops in Perth and Sydney allowed for the Sonar Techs and Torpedomen to celebrate the 
completion of their Middle East mission.
